TIME'S 
CHANGES. 


|.liayard Taylor's letter toN, Y. Tribune.) 


Although it is only six years since I 


last saw London, the mighty capital 
has changed quite as much as New 
York is accustomed to do in the same 
space of time. 
Certainly under a clear 


summer sun, with so little coal stnoke 
that the dome of St. Paul's can be seen 
isix milos away, with new thoroughfares 
cut through the narrow and tangled 
old alleys, and gay suburbs planted 
wherever you remember a field or com- 
mon, the city seems to have become a 
soberer Paris: The embankments along 
the Thames, with its spacious drives, its 
trees and gardens, is an astonishing em- 
bellishment; but in all other' quarters 
a siuiiljr work is going ou-—a more 
cheerful stylo of iirchitocturc, greater 
use of color and ornament, ampler space 
and air, more abundant signs of a. cos- 
mopolitan diversity of taste and hubit. 


A kindred change is slowly creeping 


upon the people. 
The J^oglishman (if 


not more than sixty years old) is de- 
cidedly a mellower and more&ympathct- 
ic creature than he was twenty years 
ago. 
My experience on the Continent 


duiingthe paot two years indicated that 
it is rather easier to become acquainted 
with KnglLih than Aiueiie.iu ti.ivelurt). 
Onthidc of a ccitain range of convon- 
tionalitiiv; (constantly growing Haulier), 
tho former ate gcnei.illy very free, cor- 
dial and companionable. 
I don't be- 


lieve that we, «J Auieiicans, are spec- 
ially liked, bul, if we aie not courteous- 
ly treated, it is pretty &uio to be our 
own fault, 
Neither the remark which 


floldwin 8inith 
wa,s icportcd to have 


made, nor it« reverse, ifa tiuo. 
In fact, 


with the closer ititcieouifec 
which now 


exists, hate, liom one side, would be 
almost a compliment to the other. 


We, Hie delegated,repre8entallves of (he 
Republican party'of Illinois, declare the

1. That emancipation aud enfranchise- 
ment having been secured by theThlrteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti-

1. That we re-alHrm Hie declaration of 
the National Republican Convention ol lb>72, 
In favor of a return to specie pay men tat the 
earliest practicable day. 
3. That we commend tlie measures which 
have passed the popular branchol Uoueresu, 
looking to the cheapening and perfection of 
luter-Btate railway transportation, and the 
improvement of navigation at the mouth 
of the Mississippi river. 
0. That wcurelnlavoi of an amendment 
of the Const itution of the Un i ted States pro- 
vidlnR lor tlie election of the Pi evident «ud 
Vice President by the direct vote of ihe peo- 
ple, without tho Intervention ot tho Electo- 
ral College. 
7. Tlml the Republican party propose* to 
respect the rights reserved by the people to 
themselves, ns caiefnlly as the powois dele- 
gated by them to the State nnd Federal Gov- 
ernments; and It will aim to secure the 
i IghLs and privileges of the citizen without 
legard to nativity or creed; and Ills oppos- 
ed to Interference by law with the habits, 
tastes or customs of Individuals, except to 
suppress licentiousness or to presetve the 
peace arid safety ot the oiti/.onB ot the fitate, 
8. That while we accoid to tho railway 
companies of this Slatotho lullest measure 
ofpropeity rights, we also demand lor the 
people reasonable churi^ps mid rigid impar- 
tiality in tho transportation ol passengers 
and tretsht—such [,'uaraiily to boNcourca by 
appropriate State nnd National legislation. 
Holy Ing upon the loi ogolnt.: drclai.ilion ol 
principles and policy, and upon HIP broad, 
clear recnulof the Republican party dm lug 
its Hllppn yoaisol Hiatc find Kedc-nl adinin- 
Istiation, WP appeal once moiptotlint sllfnt 
vet conclusive Jiilmiml, lht j ballot-box, con- 
fident thnt Ilic ponplp will PiicloiHP ovcr- 
whplmingly the action ol this icpipsonlatlve 
Couvcntlou.

Is Fire Protection Played • Out, or 
Are the Water Works a Failure, 


Last evening about seven o'clock, a re 


porter of the HEPEBUOAN was walking 
leisuiely along Cerro Gordo street, when 
he Lean! some small boys shout "fire!" 
Hasieninp; on (lame and smoke were seen 
issuing from tho rear portion of the build- 
ing, known aa Hie Broadway Meat Mar- 
ket. 


A block of' three frame buildings are 


here iu a row, scarcely more than five feet 
apart. Two of tho number were old, un- 
paintud buildings, and all were more or 
less combustible. They would burn like 
tinder-boxes under any ordinary circum1- 
stances. 
The 
lust was two stories in 


height, tho others but one. 


Eldorado Hose Go. No. 2, which was 


the flrst to respond, had just arrived and 
were throwing water. They attached to 
tho hydrant on the corner of Broadway 
and Eldorado streets, next to Dr. Me- 
Bride's residence. A large crowd of peo- 
ple had gathered in the streets for a square 
around. The flro was then confined to 
tho back part of the building, and though 
burning quito briskly, had not yet attained 
any considerable dimensions. It is the 
unanimous verdict of all present that had 
there been nny water pressure the fire 
could have boon extinguished in its incip- 
ieuey. The streams thrown at first were 
scarcely as high as tho low frame build- 
ings themselves, and it was only after 
Young America Hook and Ladder^Co. ar- 
rived that any headway was accomplished. 
Some firemen stood very close to the burn- 
ing buildings in the face of the hoat, but 
their operations were confined to throwing 
water against tho sides of them, the 
stream haidlv being high enough to reach 
the roof. 
Jjiuldeia were mounted against 


the third building, mid some pipemen suc- 
ceeded in scrambling on the roof with 
tlieir hose.
